Reminiscences from the Past 
As Related to his Daughter, Rita Gentile Krebs 


“My Dad worked for shipbuilding company owned by Bell. Mrs.Blanchard owned a sawmill 
near where Walker’s Shipyard is now. She asked Mr. Bell if he knew some ship carpenters. My 
Dad was single and was asked if he wanted to come to a country town. My Dad accepted the 
job. He came to Pascagoula and stayed where Standard Furniture is now. It was a two story 
building. Mrs. Blanchard’s daughter married De Jean and she ran a boarding house there. He 
stayed there in Pascagoula for 2 years.” 


“He ran into a man named John De Angelo that he had worked for in New Orleans. They were 
glad to see each other. He owned a shipyard in Escatawpa. Dad accepted a job with him and 
moved to Moss Point. Mr. Joe Bottone that had come here with Dad moved with him. They 
rented a house from Judge Randall, which was on Welch St. (Morris). Dad said to Mr. Buttone, 
‘Joe, that house next door is vacant and I’m going to rent it and go to New Orleans to get 
married’, which he did. Dad was 32 and Mama 17. I was born in this house. Mr. Buttone lived 


next door and further north on corner lived Mr. Betty.) ie ef) 4p 1 ce PY 4 oa

“Mr. George Frentz owned a shipyard where Walkers is. He asked Dad to come work for him. 
He left Moss Point when I was 11 months old to work for Frentz. We moved on by Walker’s 
shipyard. Next door to the Buttone’s on Cedar Lane lived the Buttones, Art Larson, Chris 
Brondum (Bill’s Dad), Francis Brondum, who moved to Biloxi.” 


“Then Dad had a friend who talked him into going into business where Ellzey’s store was by the 
railroad in 1900. Dad died March 5, 1905 at the store and was buried in Louisa St. Cem. In New 
Orleans. Rosa and Kimy were born by the shipyard and Joe was born at the store. We ran the 
store for about 2 years after Dad died.” 


“Mama’s family all died of Yellow fever when she was 5 years old. An old lady that lived in 
back took her and kept her greased. Some people by the name of Patonie took her and raised her. 
Her Dad died because he was heart broken. She and her brother Frank survived. Her Mother and 


4 children died in a week.” 


“T used to go to Aunt Pauline’s (Frank’s wife) in New Orleans on Ursuline St. I could smell the 
bread baking at French Market. Mr. Patonie was a Judge and had money. He was a friend of 
Mama’s Dad, Camelo D’ Antoni who died October 26, 1882 aged 56. John Angelo signed note 
for me to buy house on Lake Ave. For $700. He was the father of George, Lizzie, Steve, Joe and 
Frank. This was 1910.” (See old maid note about 2nd page in margin) 


“Eli Delmas & Lizzie De Angelo were Mamie Gentile’s god parents.” 
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(Francis’s mother wrote this as her mother told it to her) 
Francis Saucier, 1897-1986, buried at Krebs Cemetery 


In 1718 the Duchesse of Chaumont received a grant from the French government. She sent her 
nephew, de La Point to take possession. He settled in East Pascagoula in which Mrs. Cecile 
Johnson lives now. He was always friendly to Indians. He had brought with him a master 
mechanic who was Hugo Rena Krebs. The old settlers called him a French German. As his 
place of birth was never known. De La Point left him in charge of the place and went back to 
Frence, return again with his daughters. He remarried before returning from France. His oldest 
daughter married Krebs. She was called Marie Joseph de La Point. De La Point returned to 
France with his family never returning and leaving the Colony in charge of Krebs.

Beach property, Mr. Shannon, alderman of Pascagoula. 


Armand corner next to Miss. Power. 
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Jim Bird Pickett was a bartender at Charlie Krebs’ bar. (Uncle to Jim Byrd) Joe Brown and a 
man named Johnnie Krebs, who was a bad man. Joe Brown was the police man. They got ina 
fight in the bar and Krebs slapped Joe Bown. Joe pulled his gun and Jim Byrd rushed over and 
grabbed Joe Brown’s arm and held it up. Joe pulled the trigger and shot Jim Byrd through the 
heart. Dad said he should have killed Krebs (He had a brother named Kenny Krebs and 2 or 3 
sisters. One married Barney Brown, no kin to Joe Brown.) 


Jim Bird Pickett was layed out the same day my dad Tony Gentile was layed out. Jim Bird 
Pickett never married. His brothers were Dud, Gene, Clinton, John. Mrs. Ferrer, Mike Ferror’s 
wife, Mary Larson. He ws layed out at the Norward Alley home on Canty Street. 


Jim Bird Pickett would whistle and my Dad knew he would want 2 doz. Lemons and I would 
bring them to the back door and his would give me a sweet drink. This is why I liked him. The 
bar was where Delmas’s meat market was on Delmas Ave. 


Joe Brown was Alley Browne’s brother. Another brother was Fritz & Weezie. Dad did not like 
Joe. 


Nellie m. Henry Gautier; Rose Duffy married Henry Walker. They both died with TB early. 
They boarded at the Convent. 


Johnnie Krebs (girl) married Varney Brown 

Kenny Krebs was a bachelor.

Girl - Marie Krebs, m. Ist m2 Andrew Nelson 

Andrew Nelson was in love with Krebs girl but she was Catholic and he was Luterine so he 
married Florence Pisson? She was a school teacher and taught Mamie G. They had 2 
boys. They moved West to because she had TB. She ran a beauty shop out there. 
When she died Andrew came back and hunted up the Krebs girl his chldhood sweetheart in New 
Orleans and married her. 


Volney Brown m. Delores Kerbs. 
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FREDERIC ST. FEROLE 
“Frederic St. Ferole, born August 28, 1794, died 1840. Married January 10, 1829. Came to New 
York in 1817, came to Pascagoula in 1828. “ He had his finger cut with a lance in the Russian 
War. (Prussian War?) Died from paralysis caused from the lance scratch. 


“He was taken from school at age of 16 to be made a soldier. He was born the day the 
republicans took Lyons, the 28th of Aug. 1794. His mother was taken by friends when he was 1 
hour old, and taken down the Rhine to a coal mine for 2 years belonging to her, where she 
remained hidden for two years before her husband found her. His father was always a royalist, 
and never left the army only when obliged to exile himself. He was decorated with the Cross of 
Honor at the age of 18, was Corporal under Bonaparte, and was out in the mountains scouting 
when a party of Russians, being outnumbered, their men was seen approaching. Louis A. 
Frederic said to his men, ‘We shall not be taken as cowards. Let us charge on them’ which they 
did, frightening the Russians with their boldness and taking a cannon which they had. Bonaparte 
decorated him for this act of bravery.

Sol Frederic (89 yrs. old) thinks that St. Ferol was buried with his wife - the same tomb that 
Josephine Donovan is buried. My father always went once a year to whitewash this tomb when I 
was 5 years old.

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Who was Ram Krebs that played baseball? 

Ram Krebs (Raymond) was Hubert Krebs’ son, lived on River front and played professional ball 
as catcher. Played Pacagoula Gray’s team. Brothers: Herbert A. called “Sloe”; Wise Krebs; 
Sidney & Preston Krebs; sisters: Eusnie (Eunice?) Married EJ. Murray, Maude, and Katie Bell. 


His father Hubert was brother to Alfred and Armand (Krebs). 


Arthur Krebs / Tac Krebs’ wife 
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“The Henry house and A.D. Krebs house was there first, then the Frederic house was built. Dad 
was 6 years old when the Henry’s died with yellow fever.” 


“The Mike Feore home is the old Kihyet house on South Pascagoula. They had a big brick store 
on the corner of Jackson Avenue and South Pascagoula, where M&M Bank is now.” 


“Andrew’s Dad - Iver Johson came here about 1905 on the Clark Dredge boat, the first dredge in 
Pascagoula. In 1911 or 12 they brought the dredge Pascagoula here, he was first mate on it. He 
and Charlie Moe were friends. Moe came to see Florence Richard. He boarded at Nelson’s on S. 
Pacagoula. Uncle Iver went to sea and he would give Mr. Nelson four or five hundred dollars to 
keep for him. Iver claimed he had been around the world on sailing boats. He left England, he 
said he was broke and went to a whaleing boat. He said it was the dirtiest job he ever had.” 


“He and Captain Bodden were on the same boat when it sank and they swam to an island and 
were there for a few days when they were picked up and taken to Cayman.” 


“Uncle Iver and Aunt Rose got married first and lived at home in 1912. They bought the house 
next door from May Davidson & Bill Buras for $1400. The house was built by Mr. Davidson. 
They rented the house for a while. They moved and when Uncle went over to see about it -they 
had burned the doors for wood. Then he rented the house to John Mallon. Mallon moved into 
the house back of Uncle Kimy on Willos. They moved into the house after Mallon moved out. 
He was only making $47 a month. Marie was born when they lived here at Dad’s house. They 
stayed here about 2 years.” 


“Iver stayed on the dredge boats until he retired. He worked for Captain Adam Gautier, Capt. 
Mallon, a one-armed man. He worked as a mate and then became a digger. He left 
Denmark at 13 and never did go back till he was 70.” 


“In 1912 he got sick and Dr. Tabor was tending to him. He was red from the waist up. He was 
out of his head. Rosa didn’t have any money. I had some saved up. I told Rosa he was going to 
die. I told her to get him ready, I was going to take him to New Orleans. When I got him on the 
train I had to tie his hands to the seat. I took him to Aunt Pauline’s. She said ‘This man’s crazy’. 
I got to Touro Infirmary with him. Dr. Mattocts had gone to Paris. So I did know know what to 
do. Another doctor asked where we were from. He said, ‘You had better let me treat him.’ I paid 
the hospital bill and a week later he came home much better. He could’nt get his strength back. 
His boat was in Gulfport, came home on Saturday complaining he was weak. I told him to go 
back to New Orleans to sese Ddr. Mattios, he should be back. He did. After making 2 or 3 trips 
he said he wasn’t getting any better. I said “what did he do?’ He said, ‘He gave me some 
medicine to take.’ I said, ‘I know you - you told the doctor you were captain on a boat and 
couldn’t get off.” He went back next Saturday and told the doctor he wasn’t rich and couldn’t 
come back every week. He did. The doctor told him, ‘You said you couldn’t stay here, but I 
believe I should give you medicine before I operate. You stay and I will cure you.’ So he cut his 
arm and went into a vein and pumped out a glass of blood. Then pumped fluid in his veins. He 
said, now you till gain weight. This was true, he started picking up weight from then on. He 


went to work at Ingalls during WWII and quit the day peace was declared. In he was in

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his seventies. He flew to New York. Josie and Burke met him and he flew home to Denmark. 
Some of his sisters and brothers were still living. (Lutherans). 


Yellow Fever 


“The trains used to go through about 100 miles an hour. All the windows and doors were locked. 
They hung the mail on a post. The mail baggage car had an arm on it that pickedup themail and 
it was put in a compartment so it didn’t have to be touched. All our mail would be full of holes. 
They put sulfur all over it. As people died they were wrapped in sheets and buried within hours.” 


“The doctors got $25 from the government for every yellow fever case. Every time somebody 
had a bad cold the doctors would say it was yellow fever so they could get $25. One morning the 
people woke up and found a man hanging from a tree. It was a big oak tree where the freight 
depot is located. It as facing the east end of the freight depot.” 


“Tt caused a big commotion. Everybody ran to see it. One side of his face was yellow and the 
other side had small pox. On his feet was a big sign saying ‘Dr. Kell’. This was adummy. This 
stopped the doctors from saying people had yellow fever.” 


“The Loughridge house is still standing on Magnolia Street next to Joe Purdy’s home on the 
north side. Bob Loughridge was sheriff when Johnnie Knox was hung. He was a Canadian. He 
shot his 13 year old setp-son in the stomach. He stayed drunk all the time. He and his step-son 
got in an argument over a pair of shoes and he shot his son. The mother was a Davis. She had 
been married before. She had 2 daughters and another son. They lived in Mobile.” 


“There was a grocery and clothes store located where the Ritz Theater is now. There were three 
boys were big friends. The devil got into two of these boys’ heads on Saturday night just about 
closing time. Mr. Gerard was manager of this store. A man named Smith and Taget went into 
the store and Mr. Gerard told them he would be ready to go with them in a few minutes. So they 
robbed him and hauled him out to a place called Black Bird’s Pond which is still there today. 
They stabbed him a whole lot of times. Luck happened, that night it rained and kep Gerard alive, 
and he had a white shirt on, and he wrote with his finger on this shirt ‘Smith and Taget’ with his 
blood and dead men tells no tales. Why he done this was because one of them said ‘he’s not 
dead and the other said oh, Yes he is, let’s go. Dead man tells no tale’. Smith and Taget worked 
for my Dad at the Shipyard. The next morning they didn’t show up for work. Mr. Tink Moore 
(Henry’s dad) was sheriff here. He got up a posse to hunt for Gerard. The sheriff was a strict 
man here. He told them to go ahead and hunt for the boy, ‘I have a strong idea where they will 
be.’ He circled round and round on Monday morning. As he got down to the L&N bridge he 
spied these two men under the bridge. He said to them, “Why aren’t you working?’ They said it 
was raining. He asked, ‘what were they doing under the bridge?’ He said, ‘You'd better come 
with me.’ About the time he got to the court house with these two men, here came the posse 
with the boy. They had court about it and the judge gave them life in the pen. If this boy lived 
one year, if he died before the year, they were both to be hung. But luck happened that this boy’s 
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brother was a doctor and he took his brother off and he lived a year and one day. I don’t think 
these boys served their life sentence because I saw one of them later. The father Taget was a 
house carpenter and was a fine man. He owned a home on Buena Vista Street.” 


“Mama lived at Byrd’s Crossing when she and Dad got married.” There was a crossing called 
‘Ashcraft Crossing’ north of Byrd’s Crossing. There was a Colored Church on the corner. The 
street car line ran by there.” 


Where Dr. Lockard is from Washington Ave. to Beach was owned by Miss O’Connley. She had 
a house if its still standing. 


Owned from River front to Market St. They were girls and stayed at the convent. Bought up land. 
Communy Point is where Arnold Walker Shipyard was. 


Villa Ada came over in summer from New Orleans. Negro would meet them in buggy with 
fringe on top. 


Jo Jo Buttone came with Grandpa. 
He was in Pascagoula two years when he went to New Orleans to get wife. 


Where Bubba Nelson lived, Dad was born. Grandpa - Mrs. Blanchard asked for somebody to 
come to Pascagoula to build.barges. He boarded at the old De Jean boarding. He worked at 
Blanchard Shipyard, then he left .. Mr. Angelo of New Orleans and asked Grampa to come to 
Moss Point and worked at where Arnold Walker is now. He left Moss Point and came back to 
work for Frentz. He and Buttone used to walk back and forth to Moss Point to work. Then Mr. 
Frentz wanted him to work in Pascagoula. 


Dad says he lived in the green house on Morris Street, Moss Point. The Buttones next door and 
Gatti on corner. 


Fell off pole by McLeod house when Theresa was a year old. They carred him into the McLeod 
house.

“Dr. Tabor built and lived in the Mike Flechas house on the corner of Magnolia and Live Oak 
Street.” 


“Mr. Sol - Edmond Jane had a one cylinder car.” 


“People named Henry donated the bell to OLV Church. Dad thinks they died of yellow fever. 
They lived where Ingalls shipyard is on the south end. They were buried in line with the wood 
office toward the river. I worked 1 % years about 100 yards from their graves when the first steel 
ship was built by International Shipbuilding Company. They farmed and raised cattle.” 


“There were two graves of Mr. and Mrs. Henry with a picket fence around them. Theier names 
were on the graves. Mr. Bacot has apicture of the Henry House.” 


“Irving P. Delmas later built a canning factory on the Henry property. They canned a lot of 
oysters. On the left side of Ingalls Avenue they had little shacks for the oyster shuckers to live. 
Most of these people came from Baltimore. They also went to Biloxi and Pass Christian. When 


the season was over they all left on special trains. Some of these people stayed. Mr. Tug Olsen 
and wife (a Green) and Mr. and Mrs. John Loris.” 


“There was a house at the main gate where Ingalls is now during WWI. Then it was torn down.” 


“Mr. Wash. Frederic lived here first. Lee Beckham’s family and Charlie Richard’s family lived 
here. Mr. Frederic built this house.” 


“A Mr. Bush started a dairy here and had a Negro that worked for him. This Negro went by the 
name of Bush too, Mr. Bush died here and his wife left here. The Negro Bush and his wife died 


here too. The Negro Bush worked at the power company with me after Mr. Bush died.” 


“The A.D. Krebs house was older than the Frederic house. It was moved from the river front to 
Canty Street during WWI. This house is still standing. He was mayor. Mrs. Jim Pelham was 
A.D. Krebs’ daughter.” 


“Pay office - Time office at Ingalls. Frederic left Bayou Casotte and built this house. Then 
moved to the Cox house on Jackson Avenue. This was on the had of Canty Street on the curve.” 


“This house ws moved from back on water front to here.” 
“Listened to Singing River music here.” 


“Laura Richard lived here till the shipyard came.”

“Sol Frederic’s dad had a private school on the property of Mr. Pete Cox on Jackson Ave. It was 
an old red building on the back of the property Mr. Hull (Dr. Hull’s) father taught school. He 
had one leg and walked with a crutch. He was well liked. Mr. Frederic hired him to teach his 
children. He had plenty money. Mr. Frederic would come to town from Bayou Casotte and 
spend the day. He would eat with mother. He had a long white beard that came down to his belt. 
HE would roll it up to get out of the way.” 


“There was a small building behind Brumfield’s store. It was where the Scranton Volunteer Fire 
Dept. was organized. My Dad joined this fire company. There was a school in this same 
building. Mrs. Laurendine taught school there. She was John Clark’s mother. This is the first 
fire company and first school I remember.” 


“Right back of Fails Funeral Home on Live Oak street there was a school. Miss Bama Delmas 
taught school there. She was a sister to Mrs. Carey. V.G. Hirth moved this hosue to Becht Street 
and now lives in it. J.E. Krebs moved this house.” 


“There was no school tax in the early 1900's. The saloons paid school tax. There was a wooden 
school on the property where the welfare office is. This building was moved to Washington 
Avenue and used as Beach school. It is still there. Then they built a 2 story brick school on this 
property. It was the second brick building to go up in Pascagoula.” 


“The Methodist Church was on the corner of Tucker & S. Pascagoula St. The city moved it to 
Dupont and South Pascagoula Street.” 


“Mr. Bob Farnsworth brought the first car to town. It as a 2 cylinder. South Pascagoula Street 
was a shell road. All the kids and I bet that a horse and buggy would beat the car to the beach. 
There was a $200 bet taken up. Mr. Farnsworth lost $200. He was a sawmill owner. This car 
stayed on his saw mill property, where the cat food plant is now, for years. It just stayed there 
and rotted. The car had a stick to steer with and a rubber ball horn that scared the kids.” 


“The second car to come here was Dr. Tabor’s Model T. The people were mad for a long time at 
him because his car scared the horses. Later he bought a later model and gave the Model T. To 


Dude Pickett. Dude ran a taxi for 2 or 3 years with it. That was the first auto taxi in 
Pascagoula.” 
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The Carey House 


“The Carey House was on the corner next to where Salmagundi is. It was moved to the corner of 
Orange St. and Magnolia. Torres used to live here.” 


McVay & Young’s Drug Store 


“McVay and Young’s Drug Store was there where Salmagundi is. It was torn down. Then the 
drug store was torn down. The new drug store was Magnolia St. side and Pascagoula- Moss 
Point Bank was on the west side. There were offices upstairs. Carey ran a saloon where the 
police department is now. This was a wooden building.” 


Hanging 


“A Negro was hung because he had raped and killed a woman from Vancleave. The sheriff told 
people he would take him out at 12 o’clock with shackles. Then told him to run. The crowd got 
him, hung him and all shot at him. I went over to see him the next morning and fell down three 
times running back to the house.” 


“Bob Loughridge sheriff when Johnnie Knox was hung. The Loughridge house is still standing 
on Magnolia Street on the north side of the Joe Purdy home. “ 


“Johnnie Knox was a Canadian. He shot his 13 year old step-son in the stomach. He stayed 
drunk all the time. He and the son had an argument over buying a pair of shoes and he shot the 
son. The mother was a Davis. She had 2 daughters and another son that lived in Mobile. 


“Tt (the hanging) happened in the morning. When the train came in at midnight that was the 
signal to go get him. The sheriff had to give up the keys. They hung him and then all the men 
shot at him. I was living at the store when they hung him. We hid Dad’s gun. They drug him by 
the heels to the hanging tree. We got in the widow and watched the blazing guns.” 


“Laura Felps Munday (Joseph & Louisa Felps) born Sept. 12, 1824 - Aug 20, 1866. She married 
Maj. Geo. W. Munday. She is buried in the Taylor Cemetery.” 


“Maj. Munday’s second marriage: Sallie Daniels and had 1 children, Daniel & Bessie. Dan 
married Mary Bell near Midway. Bessie married McVay Young, a young druggist of Clinton, 
and they afterward located at Pascagoula, Miss.” 
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Arnt Larson House 
“The Arnt Larson house was moved from Blodget Shipyard to Willow St. next to J.E. Krebs.” 
The Foster House 


“The Foster House on River front is where all Mrs. Ford’s family were from. Bell Foster, Bell 
Griffin, Mrs. Ford & Mrs. Rourke.” 


The Sharp House 


“Mr. Hester lived on Farnsworth on the corner in the old Sharp House. Hester was a big man 
and wore a hunting hat. He kept house for people from New Orleans. He was a friend of Boster. 
He would go down and get a drink every morning. He had a periscope and looked at the stars 
and predicted the weather. I would hook up lights for him and cut them off at the end of the 


summer.” 


The Ladnier House 
“Mrs. Louis Kramer lives here on Buena Vista on the corner at the beach. Her mothe was Mrs. 
Will Ladnier. She was Pearl Cooley. She used to ride the Dummy car from O.L.V. to the beach. 
Mrs. Will Ladnier must have been married to a Mr. Cooley first. Mrs. Will Ladnier and Mrs. 


Hollister (Ralph’s mother) were sisters.” 


Mrs. O’Connaly 
(Mrs. O’Connell?) 


“Mrs. O’Connaly had one glass eye and rode to town in a buggy. She owned from where Dr. 
Lockard lives to Washington Avenue.” 


Johnny Watts House 
“A Dr. Lord owned the Johnnie Watts house. Maybe the Rourkes lived there.” 
Telephone Line 
“Castanera owned the telephone line between Pascagoula and Moss Point.” 
Hermes Gautier House 


“Marcello Watkins owned or lived at the Hermes Gautier House before Gautier. He was a 
bookkeeper. He stayed drunk. He had a wife and kids.” 
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“Frank Canty loaned Dad $1000 to buy shop from Nelsons. He paid Frank back on the gas he 
sold. This shop was next to the library and Old Pix Theatre on S. Pascagoula.” 


“Mama had a cousin D’Antoni. He was working for Dantzler. He traveled all over the world. 
When my Dad died we went to him for help. He borrowed the money from Dantzler and worked 
it out to pay the funeral expense to take Dad to New Orleans to be buried with Mama’s people. 
He was layed out at Uncle Frank’s house.” 


“Cousin had a sister in New York. He would get the Torrecelli’s to write to her for him. He got 
down and out. He wrote her for money. She sent it and he left and we never heard from him 


again.” 


“Dad went to work at Street Railway and Power Co. When he was 13 for 50 cents a day to pay 
back the bank for the $700 note on the house. (Ask about marginal name JOHNNIE) He was the 
only one working. He wired houses and worked on the trolley lines from the beach to Dantzler’s 
store. He worked at the power house from 1903 or 04 till World War one, then went to work for 
International Shipyard (Ingalls). I worked there 1 year. They went out of business and I went to 
Abbeville, La. I wired houses and installed Delco light plants in the area, stayed there 7 months 
and came back to Pascagoula. Then went to work for myself. In 1926 I opened the shop from 
Andrew Nelson and was in business for 12 years. I had to close when the depression came. I 
borrowed $1000 from Frank Cant and paid him back with gas sales.” 


“The old light in my house belonged to Capt. Colle’s mother.” 

The Boster Place 
“He had a saloon on the beach. He had houses in the back that he rented. He did a lot of cooking 
in the back. There was a lot of gambling there. They made China berry wine. This house was 
next door to Mrs. Torgerson. Mr. Louis Kramer and I wired these buildings for Mr. Boster.” 


Communy Street 


“There were two girls that owned Communy Point. They came from New Orleans every summer 
and stayed at O.L.V. Convent. They kept coming over and buying land. They owned from the 
river to Market Street.” 


Tom Kell House 


The Tom Kell House was the old Sarrazin House - the Delmas house on Pine Street was the 
Sarrazin house, it was moved from Sarrazin St. to Joe Delmas property.” 


Francis Johnson House 


“Francis Johnson was moved from River front by Frentz Shipyard. It was owned by Henry 
Frentz. He was a Lt. in Spanish American War.” 
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Ancient History 


There was a King & a Queen in those days. The Queen was very pious. She went to Church 
every day. She prayed to the Good Lord for five years to send her a son. In those days the King 
& Queen wanted a boy to take the Daddy’s place. One day while in Church she got very angry 
and she said because she was a Queen and had everything she wanted, the Lord wouldn’t listen 
to her prayers. She jumped up and down in the Church and pulled on her hair - she know why the 
Lord wouldn’t send her a son. She had everything in the world she wanted. That was one reason 
she couldn’t bear a son. When she stopped crying she looked up and said, Good Lord, if you 
send me a son, I don’t care if he becomes a car-coal boy. 


In those days charcoal was in great demand in the country. Everybody cooked with charcoal to 
broil meat, fish. Sure enough, 9 months later, she had a son. There was nothing in the world you 
cold do for him. They took great care of him. As he grew older they sent him to school as he got 
grown. They had military schools, all boys were trained to become swordsmen. 


This boy was named Joseph, called Joe. As he got to the age of 12 he went to military school. 
There he learned to raise swords. At the age of 14 he becme a great swordsman and won great 
honors. This made his parents real proud of him. At the age of 16 naturally, all the boys at the 
military school wanted to know if he was going to take the place of his father. He told them no. 
All he wanted to be was a charcoal boy. In a course of time, none of the boys at school would 
have anything to do with him. So, when school was over that year, at the age of 17 he came 
home downhearted. This was in the middle of summer. He told his mother that nobody at 
school would have anything to do with him. She asked Why, son? He said they asked if I was 
going to take the place of my father and now because I said I wanted to be a charcoal boy, 
nobody wants to have anything to do with me. He was really downhearted. Then she got to 
thinking about the day she was in Church and she got angry and said she didn’t care if her son 
became a charcoal boy. So he said, Mother, tomorrow I want a dump cart and a mule and an ax 
and I’m going off and find me a job. That’s what he wanted to do, go to charcoal still mines. 


He was 17 at this time. He weighed 190 lbs. And was 6'1" tall and was a mighty man. So she 
cried and cried, but he insisted on leaving the next morning. The next morning the King & 
Queen was bidding him goodbye, and they gave him a sheepskin with his name and their name 
on it also; the day he was born, the school he attended and they told him to keep this wherever he 
went to prove who he was. He left bright and early that morning and traveled all that day. The 
next day he started off again and as he got down the road he saw three beautiful girls in the hot 
boiling sun. He said, What a shame - I know what I will do. So he got out of his dump cart with 
his ax, chopped a lot of branches off the trees and built them a shed to get under. As he started 
off they all woke up and hollered at him and told him to come back. As he got to them, they 
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asked if he had built a shed over them. He said to himself, I did those girls a good deed and they 
are going to cuss me out. They said, Did you build this shed over us? and he said, I did. He said, 
I hated to see such beautiful girls as you getting sun burnt so I built a shed over you. The girl 
with the golden hair said, How nice of you to do that. We are going to repay you She had 
golden curls. She took and cut one of the curls and handed it to him and said, Whenever you 
want something, just command the curl. The next girl said, Here’s a pocket book, never go 
broke, because every time you open it you will get $2.00. The third girl said, Here’s a small 
table cloth, just spread it out and wait for the food and it will appear, so you will never have to go 
hungry. So they all bid him goodbye and wished him well on his journey and he left. 


He traveled for 3 or 4 more days. On the 4th day, he saw smoke. He was tickled to death 
because he knew it was the charcoal yard. As he approached this place he said to himself, I can’t 
get a job dressed like I am. I know what I will do. So he took the golden curl out and he asked for 
some raggedy clothes. It appeared. He changed clothes, took some of the grease off the cart 
wheels and dabbed his face and hands. He got to the coal pits where he asked the boss man for a 
job. Naturally the boss was glad to get a young strong man like him a job, so he hired him. He 
worked there for three months. Can you imagine, he didn’t wash all this time. You can imagine 
how he looked. So his boss insisted on him taking money for his work but he refused it. He told 
his boss he didn’t need any money. After being there for three months, the boss called him in 
one day and said to him Joe, you are the only one here that seems to have a good education. Ever 
so many months I have to deliver 300 sacks of coal to this King’s house. Now, I want you to 
take my place. I am putting my trust in your hands. The rest of the help are old and not educated, 
so tomorrow I want you to hitch up this double team wagon and haul 300 sacks of coal to this 
King’s house. He has a big shed to put the coal in. The keeper will show you where to put it. 
This was in another country. So Joe hitched up the wagon and loaded the coal and started to the 
King’s home. While he unloaded his coal, this king had three daughters. One was named Anita 
Louise __—_—_._ She was 16 years old, the prettiest of the 3 fell in love with Joe. She tried to 
flirt with him but he wouldn’t have anything to do with her. He was in a hurry to get away. 
When he got back he told his boss that he wasn’t going there any more. The boss asked “Why?” 
He said that the King’s daughter flirted with him and he didn’t like it. He said man, what are you 
talking about. Why don’t you wash up and get clean. If you marry that girl you will never have 
to work so hard - you must be crazy! 


The two sisters found out she had flirted with the charcoal boy and they began to tease her and 
they told her all kinds of things. Even said, are you losing your mind? Just wait till our Dad 
finds out about this. So, she worried and worried about being in love with a charcoal boy. So the 
next time he delivered coal, she made it her business to go out and stop him and get acquainted, 
but Joe turned his back on her and hurried up and got away from there. So, she took real sick. 
The King called in a lot of doctors and none of them seemed to do any good. At last, the King 
called in two older doctors and they treated her for several weeks and finally decided on her case. 
They said she was grieving over something but they did not know what it was. They called in 
the King and told him that his daughter was in grief, if she did not get over it, she would die. 


So, the King asked her what she was grieving about and she said she was in love with the 
charcoal boy and wanted to marry him. The King went into a rage, stamped his foot and jumped 
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up and down and said, you must be losing your mind. She started crying and rather than seeing 
his daughter die, he gave in to her, but he told her he would put a line across where the charcoal 
storage house was and if he crossed it she could marry him. She arose and got to laughing. She 
knew that ws the only way he could get to deliver his coal. So the third time he came to deliver 
coal to the palace he delivered the coal alright, the onaly way to ge to the coal house was to cross 
the line. So, the King gave his guards orders to capture him. They brought Joe before the King. 
Now, the King was very, very angry. He said to Joe, I will give you just so many minutes to 
make up your mind to marry my daughter, and if you refuse I will put your in prison for life. It 
was nothing else for Joe to do but to say yes. He said to the King, I am Joe, the charcoal boy and 
I’m proud of it. And the King was so angry he told him to shut his mouth. So he got the Catholic 
priest and he married them. He ws so angry he said, I have three daughters, and I now I only have 
two, and he told her, I now disown you but I am not going to chase you off my land. I am going 
to fix a place at one end of the coal shed where she was supposed to live. She said to Joe, here is 
some money IJ have saved up. So wash up and go buy some clothes, I want to see how you look. 
He said to her I do not need your money. I have money of my own. He pulled out his pocket 
book and said every time I open it I get $2.00. She said Joe, I don’t want to make you mad, but 
please wash and dress so I can see how you look. He said, you knew I was a charcoal boy. Why 
did you want to marry me? This went on and on for about six months. This is all she could get 
out of him. You knew IJ was a charcoal boy, why did you want to marry me? Now, the two other 
sisters got engaged to two war officers. The King made a big to do over them. Now, it came 
time for the big double wedding, so the next day Joe came home at night and she said, you see 
what a big celebration my Dad had for my two sisters getting married? If you would have 
washed and dressed up we could have had the same kind of celebration. All she could get out of 
him was, you knew I was a charcoal boy, why did you marry me? He would go to bed and she 
would sit there and cry. She said, here I am for the rest of my life with this charcoal boy. So she 
cried and cried again. Again she would say, he’s not a charcoal boy, he’s a brave man. 


Almost a year had gone by, she got to being shabby and not taking care of herself and worrying 
about him. So, Joe would have to get up early in the morning and walk about 2 % miles to work. 
The work was so hard he was awful tired when he got home after this long walk. So he said why 
do I have to walk this many miles when I don’t have to? I know what I will do. He took the lock 
of hair out and wished for a big grey mule, and it appeared. That night when he rode home on 
his mule, all the kids in the neighborhood hollered at him. Naturally she ran out to see what all 
the excitement was about. She saw Joe coming on his old Grey mule and she said, if my Dad 
sees this he will chase us both off the palace grounds. Then we won’t know where to go. We 
will probably have to live in the woods. So when Joe got in the house, she said to him, where in 
the world did you get such a creature? All he would say was, you knew I was a charcoal boy 
why did you marry me. Now, this charcoal house was quite a distance from the palace. The King 
owned a lot of horses and had a horse shed. Customary in these days, the King and his daughters 
would go horse back riding. Now, the 2 daughters and their husband had been married about two 
years. So, the king, knowing that they were famous, he said to them that night at the dinner table: 
I want you two to get up bright and early in the morning and go out hunting and kill me a lot of 
game. So the next day, the two brothers-in-law hunted all day and couldn’t find any game. So, 
Joe took out his hair and asked for a lot of game. The two brothers-in-law ran across him, not 
knowing who he was. They said old man, do you want to sell that bunch of game? He said no. 
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They said we will give you any price you want for them. Joe said I do not want money, but I 
want your two wedding rings. So they said to one another, why not let him have them, we can 
buy two more. So he got the rings, they got the game. What they didn’t know, what Joe did 
know, the King’s name was inside on each band. So, the King threw a big party that night to 
celebrate his two sons-in-law being such great hunters. When Joe came home that night, she said 
you see, Joe? My brothers-in-law went out and killed a lot of game for my father. He really 
threw a celebration. If you would do something like this he would forgive us and take us back in 
the palace. All she could out of him was, you knew I was a charcoal boy, why did you marry 
me? She sat up half the night crying and worrying that she was going to have to live in the 
charcoal house forever. Now Joe discovered on his way home, there was a beautiful lake and 
every evening he and his mule would stop there. It was four or five springs of water, four or five 
inches high. This is where he got all his drinking water. In the spring time all the wild flowers 
were all over this area. Joe thought this was the most beautiful place on earth. 


Now Joe had been living at the coal house for 2% years. A King form another country claimed a 
big strip of land that belonged to this King. He said he was coming down and take it. The King 
said the day he does there will be war.

They kept this up till she broke down and started crying 
and naturally the mother made them stop. 


Now, Joe decided to ride past the King’s home on his big black horse. They all saw him and 
they all rejoiced over such a good looking soldier. As the war started Joe was there. He must 
have been a mighty man, weighing 192 Ibs and 6'2" tall. All that hard work had made him tough. 
So, as he got to the battlefield he rushed through the enemy just like a storm. As he got to the 
flag pole, which is customary to lower the enemy flag, and raised his father-in-law’s flag. Just as 
he got it down his brother-in-law rode up and demanded the flag, but Joe was smart. He pulled 
the tassels off the flag and gave the brother-in-law the flag. He checked out for the lake. Now, 
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both brother-in-laws could not imagine where this fellow came from, and said they were going to 
check and find out.

He was late when he got home that night and 
he was very, very tired. Naturally his wife had to tell him all about his brother-inplaw winning 
the war. So, the next day, Joe did the same thing. He got to the lake, bathed and cleaned up. 
The Queen went down and got her daughter again. Naturally the two sisters began to tease her 
again till the mother made them stop. As Joe drove by the house the two sisters spied him again. 
They both rejoiced and said what a good looking soldier he was. As Joe got to the battlefield as 
the war started he walked through them just like a storm. As he lowered the enemy’s flag which 
that day was blue. His other brother-in-law rode up and demanded the flag so Joe pulled the 
tassels off and handed him the flag and checked out. Now, the two brothers-in-law really got up 
in the air. They couldn’t find out who this fellow was. Then checked all the men that was in 
service. They couldn’t find him. So, they decided to run him down the third day, which was the 
end of the war. They were determined to find out how he was. They plotted for one to come 
from one side of the field and the other from the other side and catch him. If he did not stop, 
killhim. So, the day of the third battle, Joe got to the lake and washed up, dressed all up, rode 
down past the palace as he got down to the far end, his wife ws upstairs again with her two 
sisters and they said to her as he passed, that’s the kind of man you should have married. He’s 
going to war to help our father. So, as he came back to go by the house, the two girls met him 
and presented him with a big bouquet of flowers. All this time Joe was afraid they would 
recognize him so he turned his head. So, he got to the battlefield just as they started he went 
through again just like a storm. The two brothers-in-law were laying for him. One came at him 
from either side. As Joe lowered the enemy flag and raised his father-in-law’s flag, his brother- 
in-law was on one side and one on the other. One demanded the flag which was purple. Joe 
handed it to him but pulled off the tassels.

So, she sat up more than half the night crying, knowing that her father was rejoicing over 
the two brother-in-laws winning the war. All the people in town were celebrating because the 
King had won the war. But, Joe was weak and tired from the loss of blood and had gone to bed 
early. She didn’t, as she was unhappy she stayed up crying. The next morning Joe didn’t get up 
as usual. He usually got up before daylight and started to work. So, she thought it was funny 
because he did not get up and start as usual. She went and woke him up. She said Joe, what’s 
that blood doing on the sheet? He said he got cut while working and said he didn’t feel good so 


he was staying home.

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So, that night the King threw a big party. He had brass bands and the high people and a big 
supper, celebrating his two son-in-law’s winning the war. This was 5 in the afternoon. So the 
first time in 2 % years the King thought of his daughter. And he said to the servants gather all 
the leavings and take it down to my daughter and the charcoal boy and tell them is what I am 
sending them because I won the war. The two servants entered Joe’s house with all these scraps 
of food and they said this is what the King sent you because he won the war. This made Joe 
angry and he said take it back to the King and tell him to eat it himself, we are not hogs. Which 
they did. She said Joe, you should not talk so smart to my dad, he’s the King. He paid no 
attention to her, but jumped up and said we have no time to lose, your dad will send the guards 
down here after us. He said come on. Don’t you cry, but hurry up. He pulled out his lock of 
golden hair and said you wish for any amount of clothes and anything you need. I want you to 
dress up in a hurry. So she did. She was really all dressed up. Meanwhile, Joe washed up and 
dressed up in his Prince clothes like he had when he left home. When she saw him come out of 
the room she was dumbfounded but she knew she had promised not to cry. He said to her, are 
you hungry?

I wil also 
take off my cloak and put it around my daughter and said from now on yo are the Queen of my 
country. With tears in her eyes, she said to her daughter imagine you living down there 2 % years 
with a brave man. Ifit hadn’t been for him we would have lost the war. There is no telling what 
would have became of all of us because that was a mean, mean King. She said, don’t cry, 
mother, she said, look at him. Isn’t he a handsome man? Isn’t he good looking? About that 
time for the first time since their marriage Joe walked over to where she stood, put his arms 
around her and kissed her and said to her, you are more beautiful now than you were the first day 
I saw you. And she said to him, Joc, I am the happiest woman on earth. They stayed married 
almost a yer when a baby boy was born. Naturally they named him Joseph. A month later they 
had a big christening andinvited people all over the country to come to the party and they had a 
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big celebration. All kinds of food and drinks but that did not please the people. They had not 
seen the King for almost a year. They all shouted and wanted to see the new King. So he sent 
them word the following week he would appear on the balcony andmake a speech. The people 
came from all around the country. Many walked, some came in ox wagons & ox teams, and 
horseback to see their new King. 


This talk started about 6:30 in the evening, Joe told them a whole lot andwound up with hs 
speech by saying I want all you people to be friendly and love one another and as long as J am 
King I will see that nobody goes hungry. He wound up by saying “May the Lord bless all of 
you!”

He also was a former teacher at 
Pascagoula Junior High School. 
“He will certainly be missed,” 
said Melton Harris, chairman of 
the Jackson County Democratic 
party. “I have grown since I’ve 
known him. I never saw him when 
he wasn’t willing to talk and listen.

Ronnie Blakeney, a former pres- 
ident of the Jaycees, said Lippian always 
was encouraged the Jaycees as an organi- 
zation could help young men and the com- 
munity. ;

4 said. “Every Christmas he would 

1 drive a van filled with gifts for the 

patients. He was an enthusiastic 

person full of energy. His eyes just 
sparkled.” 


In the Legislature, Lippian supported 


-legislation that established the Mississippi 


Fire Prevention Code and was a vocal advo- 
cate of the Education Reform Act of 1982, 
which gave Mississippi its first public 
kindergarten program and produced mas- 
sive changes in the state’s education system.

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THE JOY OF GOD'S FORGIVENESS 


After Moses had spent forty days on the moun- 
tain with God, learning what to tell the Israelites 
about how they should live, he came back down 
to discover that the people had grown tired of 
waiting. In their impatience, they had built a gold- 
en calf. God's frustration was manifested in the 
A threat to destroy the people and start over. 
However, Moses argued for these descendants of Abraham, Isaac, and 
Israel, and once again God forgave them and began anew. 


The readings from the New Testament often point toward a merciful God. 
In the parable of the lost sheep, Luke points out the importance of even one 
lamb to the shepherd. And as he often does, Luke includes a woman in the 
Gospel in the story of her search for a lost coin and her joy at finding it. So 
will God rejoice mightily when even one sinner repents and truly turns his 
or her life toward God. 


OUR PART 


God shows us mercy and all of heaven will rejoice at our repentance. 
How often do we give up on sinners, though? The last parable of today’s 
Gospel tells us about the prodigal son and the brother who could not for- 
give. How often do we point out to God what is fair and unfair, how we 
have followed the rules but someone else hasn’t? Jesus gives us a perfect 
model for living a life that is open to reconciliation, unconditional love, 
and mercy. With the same joy in our hearts as Luke describes in the para- 
bles, we need to be genuinely happy for someone else’s blessings.

True reconciliation is emotional, dra- 
matic, and cleansing. When two people 
meet heart to heart and work through old 
hurts, misunderstandings, and careless 
words, cleansing tears often flow and the 
encounter ends with an embrace that fills 
both with the warmth of a love too strong 
to fade.

Major transmission project comes to end 


It was the last of 6,400. 

The six-year transmission upgrade 
project ended last week when the last 
115-kV wooden cross-arm was replaced 
with a steel version. 

The cross-arm was changed out during 
the ceremony at the Hattiesburg Trans- 
mission Line Headquarters held October 
9 to mark the end of the project. 

“This is a big deal for our employees. 
They have put a tremendous amount of 


New Customer 


Monday the 13th was a momentous 
day for employees who were involved 
in the conversion to the new Customer 
Service System. 

Without any major glitches, the new 
customer accounting system went on 
line Sunday morning, and the first 
working day — Monday — went fairly 
well, said Joe Gentile, manager, Rev- 


blood, sweat and hours into this pro- 
ject,” said Jim Cochran, manager, 
Transmission, One Hancock Plaza. “As 
many as 600 people were involved, 
including virtually everyone in the 
Transmission and Power Delivery 
departments as well as the divisions, 
Distribution, Materials, Purchasing and 
Transportation departments, and many 
contractors.” 

The comprehensive upgrade, begun 


in 1991, has brought about the replace- 
ment of 40 percent of the wood pole 
structures and the replacement or elim- 
ination of all 6,400 wooden cross-arms 
on the 115 kV system. 

“This project eliminated a backlog of 
maintenance on transmission lines and 
substations,” Cochran said. “Our goal 
was to produce a system that would bet- 
ter meet the needs of our customers.”

enue Accounting, General Office. 
“We are experiencing some difficul- 
ties (bugs), but that is to be expected 
with any new system,” Gentile said. 
Employees have trained forthe new 
system since March and have held sev- 
eral practice sessions and mock conver- 
sions. Customer Service employees 
have completed thousands of mock 


transactions to test for the new system. 

Extra support staff was hired to help 
in the transition. 

CSS offers certain advantages over 
the current system, such as additional 
billing choices for products and services 
other than electricity and the ability to 
identify large commercial customers by

name instead of by individual locations. 

The new system, which is Windows- 
based, also allows users to access cus- 
tomers throughout Southern Company. 
As many as 250 Mississippi Power 
employees and 5,000 Southern Com- 
pany employees will use CSS to access 
customer accounts. 

Gulf Power and Savannah Electric 
also converted to the new customer 
accounting system Sunday. Alabama 
Power and Georgia Power plan to con- 
vert within months. 

Gentile first became involved with 
CSS in October 1993 when he worked 
on the initial cost-benefits study. 

“The conversion has been a massive 
project that has been years in the mak- 
ing,” Gentile said. “The new technolo- 
N_ gy of CSS provides a platform for the 
future that will help us serve all of our 
customers better.”

Upgerade prepares Mississippi Power for future

Utilities for the most part upgrade 
equipment gradually as they grow, but 
Mississippi Power's relatively minor 
load growth during the 1980s slowed 
the renewal of the electric system. Bud- 
get constraints also delayed some much 
needed maintenance or replacement of 
equipment that had outlasted its 
expected lifespan. 

The upgrade puts Mississippi Power 
in good shape to face the future. 

“The improvements allow us to go 
into the era of competition with a 
transmission system that is performing 
at the highest level of any in the 
Southern Company,” Cochran said, 
“and because of our system being well- 
maintained, our ongoing maintenance 
costs will be a great deal lower. Going 
into the period of generation expan- 
sion, this will help ease the strain on 
the capital budget.” 

Starting the transmission improve- 
ment project several years ago helped 
spread the costs and make possible the 
amount of work that was done, said 
Andy Dearman, vice president of 
Power Generation & Delivery, One 
Hancock Plaza. 


during the course of the project — Bill 
Newman, who lobbied successfully for 
the project's approval, Bob Dawson, 
now president, Southern Communica- 
tions, and Rick Kuester, now director - 
commercial, Consolidated Electric 
Power-Asia, Hong Kong. 

“It was critical to upgrade our system 
because of its condition and because we 


saw that somewhere out there on the 
horizon, we’d be in a competitive mar- 
ket,” said Newman, who currently is 
senior vice president, Transmission 
Planning and Operations, Southern 
Company Services. “From this day on, 
the company will look forward to keep- 
ing the system in good shape for years 
and years to come.” 


Highlights of work completed 


Work accomplished in the Transmission System Improvement Project includes: 

—Elimination of all 52 ground-switch motor operator schemes, which are out- 
dated protective devices that led to power quality problems for our customers. 

—Replacement of 132 power circuit breakers of all voltage classes. 


—Removal of 60 power transformers. 


—Installation of 138 Schweitzer micro-processor based protective relays. 
—Automation of virtually every switching point on the 46 kV system. 
—Completion of one maintenance cycle on the 1,400 miles of wood pole 


transmission lines. 


—Replacement of 645 of 3,582 poles on the 46 kV system. 
—Installation of 3,929 new poles on the 115 kV system, of which 2,185 are 


concrete. 


—Replacement or elimination of all 6,400 wooden cross-arms on the 115 kV 


system. 


—Elimination of 148 miles of 46 kV transmission line. 
—Elimination of 30 distribution substations through conversions.

The worst they ever said was 
he could have gotten more bills 
through if he had played politics. 
But Charles Lippian was not a 
man who played politics or 
compromised principles. 

“T used independent judgment 
in serving the people when I was 
in public office,’’ he said. ‘‘I 
listened to the people and then I 
looked at the legislation and 
made a judgement. 

“T always voted according to 
my own convictions. I served the 
people without fear or favor, and 
I think my record shows that.” 

Of all the legislation he 
authored and saw go into law, his 
three favorites are: 

— An amendment that placed 
a set of the entire Mississippi 
Code of 3972 in each county 
library in the state. 

— House Resolution Concur- 
rent 97, which resulted in 
legislation that granted 100 
percent homestead exemption 
on the then $5.000 assessed 
evaluation for homeowners 65 
years or older and 100 percent 
service connected disability. 
Social Security disability was 
added to the legislation. 

— Legislation for the full 
range of architectual features in 
public buildings to benefit the 
handicapped. 

‘If I had never done anything 
else, I consider these pieces of 
legislation important,”’ he said. 

“People are asked to obey the 
law. They ought to know it. Why 
not have it in a neutral location, 
such as the library. How many 


poupae can arive lo Jackson? 

“The home is the most im- 
portant thing you can have. This 
was designed to help families 
avoid losing their homes because 
they couldn’t pay taxes.’’ 

State Sen. Stephen Hale of 
Pascagoula says of Lippian: 
“The four years that I served 
with him iin the Mississippi 
House of Representatives, I 
considered him to be the most 
well liked member of the House 
of Representatives at that time. 
People didn’t always agree with 
him, but they always liked him 
because he was enthusiastic and 
always positive.”’

After graduating from Sacred 
Heart Academy in 1934, Lippian 
entered the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps (CCC). He served in 
Mississipppi, Oregon and 
Pennsylvania. 

He advanced rapidly. He 
moved office assistant, followed 
by another promotion to project 
assistant. 

While in Oregon, ‘‘I took two or 
three courses at the University 
of California. I was always try- 
ing to be a learner. I helped put 
out a little (CCC) newsletter,’’ he 
said. 

He left the CCC in February 
1939, after which he worked in 
Mobile as a clothing salesman 
and for a military store at Camp 
Shelby, Miss. Then came Pearl 
Harbor. 

“On Dec. 8, I got my pay that 
night at the military store and 
was sworn into the U.S. Army 
Air Corps the next day,’’ he said. 

“I became a buck sergeant 
(three stripes) in nine months, 
but I never rose any higher,’’ he 
recalled laughingly. 

His clerical appitude landed 
him a job in supply, and he 
served in Texas, Fort Lewis, 
Washington and McCord Field, 
about six miles from Fort Lewis, 
before being sent to Fort Dix, 
N.J., for overseas assignment in 
England. At Fort Lewis, he 
helped publish a military 
newsleter Wing Tips.” 

He landed in Scotland, before 
being shipped on to Watton, 
England, where he remained 
until he was sent back to North 
Carolina for honorable dis- 
charge Nov. 7, 1945. 

He said he gained a deep 
respect for the British because of 
their resolve in the face of de- 
vastating Nazi bombings. While 
in England, he managed to see 
his brother. Thomas Lippian, 
and his cousin, William Peacoek 
of Mobile. 

Lippian was fascinated by his 
fours of historic locations in 
Scotland and England. He 
marveled at enormous castles 


and architecture rich in history. 
He graphically described his 
tours in letters sent home to his 
family. And there were 
fascinating visits to locations 
linked to history’s immortal 
poets and writers. 

‘Everywhere I went. I wrote. 
Everytime I took a step. I wrote. 
When I rode a train, I wrote. I 
would just tell my mother (and 
family) what I saw. J let them 
read it to be with me. It was like 
being with me. They were part of 
my travels,” he said. 

He saw literature, art and 
ancient civilizations which 
stimulated his interest in man 
and his capabilties. 

It was now the post war era, 
and he returned to selling clothes 
and other jobs. ‘‘I realized I 
wasn’t getting too far. | wasn’t 
sure where [I was going, but I.- 
thought education was the road’ 
to travel,”’ he said. ha 

Lippian entered the University. 
of Southern Mississippi in 1949. 
He started out in journalism and 
was an A-student. Later he 
switched his major to education. 

He received a bachelor of 
science degree in education from 
USM in 1954 and came to 
Pascagoula as a teacher. He was 
graduated from Auburn Un- 
iversity in 1962 with a master of 
education degree. 

As the years came and went, 
Lippian, a bachelor, was fully 
immersed in working for the 
improved welfare of humanity. 
But destiny had more for him. In 
1975, at the age of 59, he married
